
The paragraph that begins on page 6, line 9and ends on line 14of the 
original specification is amended as follows: 


- Sandwiching the magnets 30, 32 against the body 18 is a thin can or 
sleeve [36] in the configuration of a hollow cylinder 36 made of a good 
electrical conductor. Copper is preferred because or its relatively low cost 
when compared to other good conducting materials. However, other good 
conductors, including aluminum, silver, etc. could be used where their 
particular characteristics provide a useful function in the apparatus.-- 
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
